chytney with red currant jelly or a, 
few sultanas and chopped raisins, 
The slightly nutty flavour which 
must also be present In the good 
curry is obtained by making an in- 
fusion of nuts. Pour about half a 
pint of boiling water on two table- 
spoonfuls of desiccated ‘coconut, 
cover, and leave for half an hour. 

Uncooked is preferable to cooked 
meat, and is always used out East. 
Before the meat is put Into a curry 
sauce’ it should be cut up into 
dipped in flour, 
and fried a pale brown. It is most 
mportant that the curry sauce be 
allowed to get cold, or nearly cold, 
before putting in the meat, fish, or 
eggs, otherwise they will be tough 
and badly flavoured. 

Put two ounces of beef dripping 
or butter into a saucepan, When 
melted add half an onion or three 

r four finely chopped shallots and 
fry a pale brown. Stir in a desgert- 
poonful of curry powder and half 

teaspoonful of curry paste. Mix 
well, then sprinkle in two teaspoon- 

uls of flour and cook for about ten 
minutes. Pour in gradually ‘one 
pint of stock (meat stock for meat 
curry, fish stock for fish curry). 
Stir till it boils, then let it simmer 
for fifteen minutes. Add two tea- 
spoonfuls of red currant jelly or a 


few sultanas, two teaspoonfuls ot |. 
\chutney, the juice of half a lemon, 


and seasoning. Leave to get cold, 
then put in meat, fish, or hard- 
boiled eggs, and let all cook very 
gently until tender. Lastly, add 
half a pint of the nut water.:

» Christened With Water From: 48 ‘States. 


The largest merchant ship ever 
built in the United States took the 
water in mail week from the yard 

f the New York Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, Camden, New Jersey. She is 
the 90,000-ton liner. Manhattan, 
which will enter the trans-Atlantic 
service, of the United States Linea 
jnext June, She waa. christened 
with blended water from each of the 
48 States of U.S.A. The Governor 
of each State had selected water 
from a lake, river, stream, or spring 
of historical Significance . for the 
purpose. 

Mr. Paul W. Chapman, president 
of the United States Lines, when 
inviting the Governors to co-operate, 
said:—“The new ships for our fleet 
were designed by Americans, and in 
their building furnish employment 
to. Americans. The materialsa—both 
raw and fabricated—used in the 
construction of these ‘leviathans of 
the deep’ come from all of the 48 
States of the Union, and it would 
seem altogether fitting and proper, 


in the christening ceremonies of 
these ships should be as nationally 
representative as the materials used 
in their construction.” 
To Carry 1,300 Passengers. . 

The Manhattan is of 80,000 gross 
registered tons, 705ft. long, and will 
carry approximately 1,800 passen- 
gers at a cruising speed of more 
than 20 knots. With her  sister- 
ship, which wiil be launched: in 1932, 
she will operate in the first-class 
service between New York, Channel 
ports, and ‘Hamburg. A raked 
stem and cruiser stern enhance the 
very modern streamline effect creat- 
ed by the new ships. The super- 
structure consists of ‘three decks, 
and the two low elliptical funnels 
‘provide a distinctive touch that is 
new to - American-built  -vessels, 
Seven decks are devoted to pasgen- 
ger accommodation, which will give 
the utmost in comfort and luxury. 
The rooms throughout will be equip- 
ped with telephones, hot and cold 
running” water, newest type lighting 
facilities, full-sized beds, and 4n 
abundance of wardrobe space.
